lapsed from the commencement of hos- 
litiea until the storm had swept over tho 
niiro plain, from east to west, from north 
o south. 


Thu splendid villas, rich factories, is 


ommon with every iutlammible olomeiit, 
iolded to the furies of tho devouring 


Snob, wero tho outraged fool ings of ft 
eople, whoso anoestors had been ruth- 
essly torn from their native land, and 
old to in tho shambles of St. Domingo, to 
errify, and convince tho blanks that tlmy 
ould never secure thoir freedom, 
the 


Ian tors murdered them by thousands. 
Tho struggle was watched with intense 


nterest, by friends of tho slave, 
iu 


Europe, all that seemed wantiug to ensure 
uooess was B black chief. Equal to the 
inergenoy, this want was seen in the jii- 
antio disorders, disorganization, and con- 


tent demoralization always attendant 


pon revolutions. la the midst of tlm 
spuiriug prospect Toussaint L'Ouver- 


uro appeared; Toussaint was the Brand- 
on of Ardra, a powerful aud wealthy 


ing of Western Africa. 
By his own 


erseverance aud energy ho had loarn'd 


read and write. His private virtues, 


dded to an all-pervading religious vcn- 
ration, rendered him highly reepeoted, 
en by his oppressors. 
At tho period of hia advent as a leader, be 
was fifty years of age, of a commanding 
orm, crowned by a massive and intclleo- 
nnl forehead, one of Lia chief churaotcrit- 
ics was his humanity. 


Before taking tho field, ho aided bin 


masters family to escape tho impending 
danger, assured of their safety he entoied 
he sargeant ranks, as an inferior officer, 
ut soon bucama aid-de-camp to General 
iisson. 
Bloodshed and disorder now 


•eiguod throughout the island, and each 
iour added frtuh horrors to tho already 
ntnrminablo catalogue. 


At this period the Colonial Assembly 


jasaed a decree granting equal rights to 
.he mulattoes on condition ol their ap 
ng Ihe plnnUra in again reducing their 
refractory chattels, to their chains. This 
emptiition proved too strong for the mn- 
.attcep, who having gained tho desired 
)oon, pus&illanimouely 
betrayed thope 


who had rirkad all things for their cause, 
,nd joined tho planters in a murderous 
cruciide 
against 
thoir 
former 
allies 


Thia cowardly step served to strengthen 
ho natural repugnance already existing 
Between the 
colored 
elements. 
Th 


French Government sent a second army 
to enforce tho laws giving .freedom to thi 
lavV. Tousaaint fought bravely agains 
tho planters. 


"Whilo these events wero transpiring in 


St. Djuiingo, the revolutionists of France 
hud fallen into Iho hands of li-ibci-pierrc 
and Danton. The guillotine daily count 
ed its thousands of headless trunkc. When 
tho news of the death of Louis XVI 
reached St. Domingo, Toussaint and hi 
friend" left the French, joined the Spanish 
army in the E-istein part of the island 
and fought for the King of Spoil; wn 
made Brigadier General, «nd became th 
most determined as well as tha ables 
foo 
of 
the 
French 
planters 


Tho armies mot, the blood of thousand 


flowed in the streets, the city was set o 
fire, and on every side ulaughtor, rapin 
and coufliigration prevailed. Sin Domin 
go became a miniature Paris. 


TliH Commissioners from the Frenc 


government, seeking to check the fearfu 
tornado, proclaimed universal emanoip 
tion, and invited the blacks who had join 
ed the Spanish army to return. 


Toussaint, and his followers accepted th 


invitation, returned, and were enrolled i 
ths

misitioner?. 


Curing these sad commotions, Tou»»ain 


by 
hi*) superior knowledge of tho ohara 


ter of hia race, hi» humanity, generosity 
»nd courage, had gained the universal oon 
fidence. The rapidity of his movement 
from poat to post, r«nd«red him »lmo 
omnipresent. By his genius, and »otivit 


fresh forces were continually arriving on 
the field, whom his disciplinary ability 
converted as if by magic, into veteran 
soldier*; in a word, BO oonsnmately had 
be inspired his army with his own noble 
spirit, that but a very short time sufficed 
to drive both the English and the Spanish 
from the island. 


With the termination of the druggie 


•vury vestige of slavery, and all obstacles 
to freedom disappeared. 


Toussaint now undertook the restora- 


tion of Hayti, to its former prosperous 
condition, agricultural, mechanical, and 
mercantile pursuits were encouraged, to 
such an extent that even tho planters who 
remained in the island admired the ex- 
ecutiva ability of their former slave. 
The peace of Amiens left Bonaparte with- 
out ft rival on the European continent, 
and with a largo and experienced army,— 
which he feared to keep idle—he determ- 
ined to undertake the conquest (or rather 
suVj igatioa) of St. Domingo.

Jtwasin very dead ths most valiant fleet 
that had ever left the counts of Jfranee. 
The 


Alpi% the Nile, the Khine, thu Danube, 
and all Italy had resounded with the 
brilliant exploits of the Veterans, who 
now left thoir -country to re-plaie the 
chains on the limbs of the heroes of St. 
Domingo, a task which at that epoch 
would have conferred honor on America, 
but was unworthy the dignity, and unsul- 
lied honor of Franco. 


The French i ft'aoted a landing to find 


that Smouldering ruins occupied the sites 
of former cities. Toussaint, and his gen- 
erals, burned, und abandoned tho towns' 
aud betook themselves to the mountains, 
those impregnable fortreeeea of fr«edom, 
where the blacks havo ever proved too 
much for tho whites. 


Hero, TjuBfluiut icgued the following 


proclamation to the colored people: 


"You are now (o meet undJiffht 
enemies, 


who have neither faith, law nor religion. 
Let 
».» rcsoloe that t/tesr JFrcnch trocrps 


shall never faave these khorcs alive," 


The war commenced, the French put 


their prieoncrs to tho most excruciating 
tortures, burnt them in pits, nnd oast them 
into boiling osnldrons; the blacks retali- 
ated, then it was that Desaalinen, the fero- 
cious chief, glutted hia long pent-up ro- 
venge, against tho white plantcrp, and 
French aoldiers taken in battle. 


The French general, convinced that he 


"ould gain nothing over the blacks on the 


attlo-field, resorted to a Htrntugem in 
hioh he was but too nuccescful. 
A correspondence was opened with Tous- 


aint, in which the Cuptnin General prom- 
ed to acknowledge the liberty andcqual- 
ty of tho blacks if he (Toumnaint) would 
iold. Overcome by the persuasion (if hie 
onerals and tho blacks who furrou«d«d 
im, nnd being weary with shedding of 
uman blood, Toussaint gave in his ndbe 
on to the French authority. 
This ?<•«» the yreat error of hia life.
